Some, like Congressman Leach of 
Iowa and Congressman Waxman of California and Rabbi Rosenthal 
of the Anti-Defamation League were unstinting of their time. 


We wish to thank all of the wonderful people who helped 
so well and successfully - and now they are free and we will 
never forget your efforts on our behalf.
